Gang, 

Our quiet, boring sun is suddenly showing some life again! A few minor 
M-class flares has elevated the solar flux to 175 friday, with levels 
around 180 forecasted for the weekend. This is great news for the two 
QRP contests this weekend, as 10M will be open during daylight hours on 
both saturday and sunday, and excellent 15M-20M propagation as well. 
There are no threats of any significant geomagnetic activity, so the 
lower bands (30M and below) should be about typical in evening hours 

as well. 


We are going through intermittent coronal streams from the sun, that 

will cause periodic "active" conditions, or slightly enhanced noise levels 
on the lower bands. But nothing stronger than K=3-4 likely, or an A-index 
of 10-15 over the weekend. No biggie. 


One area of concern is a large, developing sunspot region known 
intimately among friends as region 9591. It has just rotated into view, 
with complex magnetic structure, and showing all the signs of producing 
some large or even a major flare over the next few days. It is not yet 
"geoeffective," meaning if a large flare were to occur next day or two, 
the shockwave would likely not hit the earth to trigger a geomagnetic 
storm. But a large flare next week will hit us fairly directly. 


If a large flare occurs this weekend, it may cause a period of HF 
blackout ... but such events will last only for about the duration of the 
flare itself ... usually 30 minutes or so. So if you're in the middle of 
a QSO or one of the contests and the band goes dead or very bad, it will 
likely be a short duration event. Check back about 30 minutes later. 
This is a SOLAR STORM, not the longer duration GEOMAGNETIC storm cousin. 


As a quick reminder: 

SATURDAY is the BUBBA QRP contest, sponsored by the AZ ScQRPions, from 
1800-2200Z 25AUG. This is the one where you get bonus points for the 
temperature of your operating position. 


SUNDAY is the CQC SUMMER QSO PARTY and runs from 1800-2400UTC 26AUG. 
This is the one where you get bonus points for working different names. 
Both are fun, enjoyable contests, and information can be found on their 
respective websites. 


Conditions will be quite nice for both events. 

Have a nice weekend. I'll be on for both, although late for BUBBA, as 
tomorrow is also the Duke City Hamfest in Albuquerque (well, at the Rio 
Rancho Armory west of Bernallilo for the purists).

Gang, 

There are some ongoing efforts to orchestrate a step-by-step build of 

Jim Kortge's (K8IQY) now famous 2N2/40 rig. For those unfamiliar with 
this, it is a 40M transceiver built entirely from 2N2222 transistors, a 
few toroids, etc. No NE612's or other IC's. It is built "Manhattan 
Style," meaning the components are soldered to small copper clad pads 
glued to a 4x5" piece of copper clad. An easy way to build a rig entirely 
"from scratch," and a rig many will tell you is a GREAT performer as well. 


The original construction article was published in Norcal's QRPp, the 
Winter 1998 issue (available from NorCal in their annual QRPp reprints, 
see the NorCal website). Or the complete article is also available ina 
66-page, spiral bound book for $12, which INCLUDES the postage to US/VE 
from: 

Quicksilver Printing 

P.O. Box 757 

Socorro, New Mexico 87801 


Originally, the AZ ScQRPions and the IAQRP club made screened copper clad 
boards available that easily marks where the pads should be glued and the 
components located. That is being evaluated now for incorporating the 
couple of mods that have come along, and an updated version may be 
available soon. Stay tuned to QRP-L for details. 


If you have ever wanted to build a QRP transceiver totally from scratch, 
I would recommend you participate in this. It is my understanding that 
step-by-step building procedures, tutorials and checkouts will be 
conducted on QRP-L. You can't go wrong with previous builders, the 
designer and others intimate with the 2N2/40 all here to help you out. 


More details coming along shortly.

Hi Nick & Gang, 


The original (non-suffixed) S-38 had a real BFO. Later revisions 
deleted this in favor of the regenerative IFs. The S40 and S20R, while 
incorporating real BFOs, still used AM detectors. The BFO was coupled to 
the output of the last IF through a gimmick capacitor to keep the 
injection low. This forces the listener to crank down the RF gain so 
the signal doesn't swamp the BFO. OF course, the AGC must be disabled. 


So, since this technique worked for those receivers, why the gargling 
kazoo in the S-120? It might be related to the AC line. Try reversing the 
line plug, if it's not polarized. This helps sometimes. On some metal- 
cased Hallicrafters and their poorer relations, the Echophones, there is a 
cap from one side of the AC line to the external cabinet. Nice shock 
hazard, eh? Ground the case to a known, solid ground. 


Another guess might be heater-cathode leakage, where the AC heater 
supply is modulating the cathode of one or more tubes. Direct substitution 
is a simple way to isolate this, unless a tube tester is handy that can 
check this parameter. An occasional problem among receivers, regardless of 
active devices, is a hum that appears on stations with strong carriers. 
The BFO qualifies in this regard. Check the AM broadcast band and see if 
this applies. If so, then it could be RF and the AC mains getting mixed in 
the rectifier. This radio is essentially an "All American 5" minus the 
35W4, and uses a selenium rectifier instead. This device could have poor 
reverse characteristics (they were never really terrific). Consider 
replacing it with a 1N4007 and a 150 Ohm, 2 Watt series resistor. 


Above all, practice safety with this radio. It's all to easy to get 
bitten! Let us know what you find.

I've learned an 
enormous amount of stuff already, but have reached the point where the 
questions outnumber the answers 3 to 1. 

It is said that " here there be Elmers ". That is the sort of person I 
am looking for. Someone with the time and patience to coach me the rest of 
the way, examine a schematic for flaws ( and model it on pSpice ), check my 
math for stupid mistakes ( the proverbial misplaced decimal point comes to 
mind ), and explain to me what I do not yet understand. A teacher, a mentor, 
coach, guide, Elmer. That's who I'm looking for, and I'm told that they can 
be found here. 


So I'll come right out and ask - is there someone out there willing to 
accept the challenge ?

Bill, the BC-221 components of the SCR-211 family all used a single 
switchable VFO operating at either 125 Kc to 250 Kc - yep, we ran on 
kilocycles in those days! - or the higher range of 2000 to 4000 Kc. 


A 1 Mc crystal oscillator was provided for calibration purposes. 


By using various harmonics of the oscillator and beats between the VFO and 


crystal, the unit could work over an overall frequency range of 125 Kc to 
20,000 Kc. 


It could be used as a signal generator or a heterodyne frequency meter. I 
kept one running in the shack for a year or two sometime back and kept an 
eye on it with the frequency counter and it stayed within 100 Hz without 
being recalibrated. The crystal was exceptionally accurate. 


When the units became available after WW2, hams had for the first time 
access to an almost laboratory quality instrument, especially for those 
days. Before then, if we knew a frequency to within 1 to 5 Ke we were doing 
good. Now, we complain if someone is off frequency by 10 Hz!

entrance is definately a good practice. Single Point Ground is a must. 


At the time of the STRIKE, My dear wife was at the Dining Table about to 
partake of her salad. I was reading/Dozing at my desk in the basement 
Shack below her. I am surprised she did not eat her fork, as the Dining 
Table is less than five feet from the Patio Window and Corner of the House 
which was struck. She ran down stairs to check on me, I was awakened to a 
Flash of Light (Corona) coming out from the Ceiling Light. What an 
experience! 


After checking ourselves to assure that we were still alive. We proceed to 
access Damage. I went to check on my neighbor who also took a hit. 


The Big Hit was His tree at the fence line. It is a 70 Foot Oak. It 
appears as though it was Attacked by a Giant Cat like Animal. Bark was 
blown in all directions like Shrapnel from a Cannon shell. It pierced the 
Siding in several places on both houses.

Guess I 
should have had another Surge Protector. 


I won't go into the problems of getting the Computer reconnected to the 
GRID again. Got a new modem card yesterday, Today I got the Drivers to 
make it work with my LapTop. 242 Email Messages and 15 QRPL Digests and I 
am BACK! 


Not an Experience that I would recommend to anyone. It could have been 
much worse. Someone else could be writing this story. It does prove the 
value of Surge Protection Devices and Good Grounding Practices. 


The embarassing part is the fact that someone with 36 years in the 
Telecommunications Business would overlook Surge Protection for the Phone 
Line into the Computer! Oh Yes and the Dining Room Stereo. It was a 
Service Anniversary Gift from AT&T. Guess I will have to fix it and Add 


Surge Protection for it.

Adding such a BFO is an entertaining and rewarding project. I have one of 

those little Radio Shack SW receivers. No internal BFO. Not much coverage 
of the ham bands, but it does have the lower portion of my favorite band - 

17 meters. 


My first BFO attempt used a junk box 455 Khz crystal. It worked, but I 
wasn't able to shift the frequency and tuning in a station was difficult. 
I wasn't sure exactly where the BFO was in the IF passband, but I had a 
suspicion that it wasn't on the optimum frequency. 


Second attempt involved yanking a 455khz IF can out of a cheap AM radio and 
using this as the frequency determining element, in conjunction with a 
varible cap.

The LEC's are currently installing gas tube protectors in the newer network 
interfaces on residences. Much lower firing voltage than the carbon 
protectors. The difference in cost is surprisingly small, all of our 
protectors are low voltage gas tubes to protect the digital instruments 
running off our PBX's. cheap insurance for a $500 instrument. 


And yes they are very similar to the Gas Tube protectors on C.0's and 
PBX's. usually the only difference is in how they are mounted. Firing 
characteristics are nearly identical. Keep in mind you can order them in 
different voltage ranges, and you can go over board, putting in a unit that 
triggers on the ringing voltage, makes for some interesting trouble 
shooting on a phone that suddenly won't ring...a low voltage protector 
works fine on a dry pair but is inappropriate for a dial line.

Gang, 

Our quiet, boring sun is suddenly showing some life again! A few minor 
M-class flares has elevated the solar flux to 175 friday, with levels 
around 180 forecasted for the weekend. This is great news for the two 
QRP contests this weekend, as 10M will be open during daylight hours on 
both saturday and sunday, and excellent 15M-20M propagation as well. 
There are no threats of any significant geomagnetic activity, so the 
lower bands (30M and below) should be about typical in evening hours 

as well. 


We are going through intermittent coronal streams from the sun, that 

will cause periodic "active" conditions, or slightly enhanced noise levels 
on the lower bands. But nothing stronger than K=3-4 likely, or an A-index 
of 10-15 over the weekend. No biggie. 


One area of concern is a large, developing sunspot region known 
intimately among friends as region 9591. It has just rotated into view, 
with complex magnetic structure, and showing all the signs of producing 
some large or even a major flare over the next few days. It is not yet 
"geoeffective," meaning if a large flare were to occur next day or two, 
the shockwave would likely not hit the earth to trigger a geomagnetic 
storm. But a large flare next week will hit us fairly directly. 


If a large flare occurs this weekend, it may cause a period of HF 
blackout ... but such events will last only for about the duration of the 
flare itself ... usually 30 minutes or so. So if you're in the middle of 
a QSO or one of the contests and the band goes dead or very bad, it will

likely be a short duration event. Check back about 30 minutes later. 


As a quick reminder: 

SATURDAY is the BUBBA QRP contest, sponsored by the AZ ScQRPions, from 
1800-2200Z 25AUG. This is the one where you get bonus points for the 
temperature of your operating position. 


SUNDAY is the CQC SUMMER QSO PARTY and runs from 1800-2400UTC 26AUG. 

This is the one where you get bonus points for working different names. 
Both are fun, enjoyable contests, and information can be found on their 
respective websites. 


Conditions will be quite nice for both events. 

Have a nice weekend. I'll be on for both, although late for BUBBA, as 
tomorrow is also the Duke City Hamfest in Albuquerque (well, at the Rio 
Rancho Armory west of Bernallilo for the purists).

Bill, 


I definitely think it is overkill! A simple, and stable, VFO can be 
built from either a 455 kHz crystal or an old transistor IF can and a 
very few parts. It can be coupled to the receiver by being placed close 
to the radio if you are building it externally, or by using a gimmick 
capacitor if you are building it internally! 


It should be noted that using the BFO at the signal frequency also may 
desensitize the receiver because of blocking. Simple transistor 
receivers do not have the blocking range attributed to commercial 
radios! And stability will suffer the farther you go up in frequency. 
Only direct conversion transceivers will work for this, unless you want 
to cook the finals in some transceiver! 


To use older equipment in this manner seems strange. Not only does it 
increase the operating space required, plus increasing the number of 
wires and plugs, it wastes the equipment on a task it was never intended 
for! As a collector of older radios it is a sacrilege to me! 


The BC221 is an excellent frequency meter. If you can find one with the 
original calibration book you have a way to measure another frequency 
quite accurately. Granted, they have been superseded by modern 
frequency counters, but they are an interesting and important part of 
radio history. Until sometime in the 70's the League used to have 
periodic frequency measuring tests. You can find them written up in 
older issues of QST. It was considered quite an honor to measure the 
frequency of a signal accurately. Of course back then VFO controlled 


rigs were not as stable as they are now, and operating close to the band 
edge could get you a "pink slip"! 


There is also the matter that the BC221 used Octal tubes too. There 
have been a few articles written about converting them to solid state. 
I have at least one BC221 and one of the Navy equivalent LM frequency 
meter and one day I may try converting them!

Looking at the schematic, I couldn't find a real BFO oscillator, 
just the potentiometer controlling the suppressor grid, like you said. AM 
broadcast band leeches through the SW band. So I'm glad I'm not the only 
one that thinks this is the worse radio ever made. hi hi. I bought it for 
parts and that's definitely what it is going to become of it. Perhaps 
convert it to a genny. There's room in the chassis to maybe even make a 
small QRP xmtxr / regenerative rx combination.

> I decided to add a real BFO to my antique Hallicrafters S-120 (worst 

> shortwave receiver ever made). To make it extra stable, I bought a 455 
kHz 


crystal from Dan's and built a little transistor osc from the handbook. 
Coupled by wrapping a wire from the output around a wire in the IF stage. 


The normal BFO on the S-120 is just a pot from a suppressor grid to ground 
that causes the stage to break into regeneration, I guess. Anyway, it 
makes CW sound like someone is gargling through a kazoo.

> So I spent all that time on the BFO and now CW sounds like ... someone 

> gargling through a kazoo! Guess the source of the gargling sound must be 
> the local osc and not the BFO after all.
